Observation 
More Candidates 
Encourage Votes

The City election is just ahead for Plano and the 
future of the city and the course we will follow in the 
next two or three years will depend on the outcome of 
that election. 
This in no way reflects on the council presently in 
office, but to refer to an old adage, “The more the 
m errier,” for I am hopeful that more than one can­ 
didate will be ready to pitch his or her hat into the ring. 
To date, only two incumbents and one member of the 
Planning and Zoning Board have filed for election, and 
surely there must be many citizens who are qualified. 
What is most desirable is that voters be given a 
choice. If a good choice is available, it is highly 
possible that voters might be encouraged to vote in 
higher numbers than in recent years. 
It seems futile to go to the voting polls and vote when 
only one person’s name is listed on the ballot. 
Good solid government with strong leadership is a 
must for Plano in these progressive years. Voters-as 
much as office aspirants-m ust begin to take a more 
active role in where we are going, and how we will get 
there. 
There are many issues, some large and some not so 
large, that must take precedent over others. For 
example, our streets must become a major concern in 
order 
to 
handle 
increased 
traffic. 
Our 
future 
development is vital. 
There is nothing very glamorous about serving on a 
city council. It is a demanding job that draws little 
praise and a lot of criticism. No one person or group 
can please everyone all the time, but a body of 
dedicated people who care about the future of Plano 
can help to guide the city in the right direction. 
A good foundation has been established by previous 
councils and the next one will more than likely be just 
as progressive. However, good races make for better 
voter interests and better government. 
There may be present council members w ho will not 
run for re-election, and in that case it will be necessary 
to find candidates who are both qualified and who can 
work with those now on the board. 
In the past, Planoites have shown considerable 
apathy at city voting times and have stayed away from 
the polls in record numbers. This too, is something that 
should be considered by all of us. 
Why do those people who support this city with their 
taxes stand idly by and let a small voter turnout dictate 
the future of the city?

AlateenSearches for Family Serenity

Her 
nam e is not

portant, but we will call her 
Sue for reference. Her life is 
significant because of the 
way she has turned it around 
to help others. 
She 
is 
an 
adm itted 
alcoholic who has not had a 
drink 
in 
two-and-a-half- 
years and she gives God 
credit for helping her throw 
off a disease that was 
destroying her life and that 
of her families. 
A member of AA. she is 
curren tly supervising the 
newly formed Plano Alateen 
group 
that 
m eets 
each 
Wednesday night at the AA 


building on Parker Rd., two 
m iles 
east 
of 
C entral 
Expressway. 
D uring a two-hour in­ 
terview the woman spoke 
with frankness about her 
drinking problems, how they 
affected her fam ily and 
about the peace in her life 
since that last drink. 
It is said that the success 
of an Alateen group depends 
on the right sponsorship and 
whether or not they allow the 
teenagers to conduct their 
own meetings, helping only 
when asked about specific 
problems. 
Several Members 
In the Plano Alateen. there

are from 13 to 20 members at 
each meeting, their ages 
ranging from 13 to 20. They 
are children of problem 
d rinkers who 
find 
that 
meeting with other children 
of alcoholics is helpful 
Alateens was started in 
1957 by a boy in California 
whose 
father 
was 
an 
alcoholic, sober in AA. His 
mother was a member of an 
Al-Anon family group, so he 
patterned Aleteen after the 
Al-Anon ideas. 
What teenagers learn in 
Alateen. and adults learn in 
Al-Anon, is that the alcoholic 
is sick. He, or she. is in the 
grip of a terrible disease he 
cannot 
control 
him self, 
anymore than he can cure 
himself of tuberculosis or 
diabetes. According to AA, 
there are now almost eight 
million 
alcoholics 
in 
the 
U.S., many with teenage 
children. 


Sue said that 
the sick 
alcoholic doesn’t want his 
family to suffer. 
“ My 
drinking 
sta rte d 
because of my feeling that I 
was no good to anyone, not 
needed and not wanted,” she 
said, adding that this was not 
true, of course, but only a 
mental state into which she 
had worked herself. 
Store Hoppers 
“Some drinkers will go to 
one liquor store and then 
another, so as not to give 
away the fact that he or she 
is an alcoholic. Butl always 
went to the same place,” she 
recalled, 
revealing 
that 
evidently she felt that she 
could handle herself and 
“ they” wouldn’t know she 
was drinking too much 
“Buying liquor for me was 
like 
buying 
cigarettes. 
I 
never bought cigarettes by 
the pack, but by the carton. 
so as not to run out, and it 
was the same way with the 
liquor purchases, never just 
one, but several so as to have 
plenty on hand, she ex­ 
plained 


“The guilt came later, 
she said. “ I knew I shouldn’t 
drink but by this time there 
was no way to stop. I got to 
the point where I didn’t care 
about the way I looked. I had 
a pair of slacks and two old 
blue blouses that 
almost 
became like a uniform. I 
would wear something else 
only when those things were 
in the laundry. ” 
U tractive Woman 
She laughingly explained 
that she threw her alcoholic 
uniforms away, and frankly, 
she is an attractive, in­ 
telligent 
sensitive woman 


who has a lot to offer the 
world around her as a sober 
citizen. 
Sue said that she never 
liked the taste of alcohol; it 
was always difficult to drink, 
but that she consumed it 
because of the effects. She 
said that it could take her out 
of everyday stress and 
strain, and if she drank 
enough, she could always 
sleep 
She made one interesting 
point when she said she 
never had a hangover, ex­ 
plaining th at hangovers 
come as a result from get­ 
ting drunk and sobering up 
“ I 
was 
never 
sober, 
therefore I 
never had a 
hangover,” 
she admitted 
Sue considers herself one 
of the lucky ones. She has a 
husband, now a member of 
Al-Anon Family Group, who 
stuck by her and teen-age 
children who have not turned 
against her. 
God’s Decision 
“ I didn’t make myself quit 
drinking,” she explained. 
“One morning I woke up and 
knew that this was the first 
day of many when I would 
not drink. I didn't do it by 
myself, nor had I actively 
prayed for salvation, but it 
came anyway and I knew 
that God had decided that 
this was the beginning of a 
new life for me." 
Sue said 
that 
Alateens 
group therapy, like that of 
Alcoholics Anonymous and 
Al-Anon. is based on The 
Twelve Steps, and while they 
admit an area of spirituality, 
the program is not based on 
religion. 
Therefore, 
it 
is 
available to people of all 
faiths. 
“ No one can make an 
alcoholic stop drinking,” Sue 
explained. That is, nothing 


d ir e c t l y . 
P e r s u a s io n , 
reproaches, bitter silences 
and tears, all of these simply 
put them on the defensive 
and increase the guilt-which 
leads to more drinking, more 
trouble. 
It Takes Desire 
“When 
a 
person 
stops 
drinking it is because of his 
or her desire to stop, and Al- 
Anon and Alateen simply 
helps family m em bers to 
handle their own lives, if 
shared with an alcoholic.” 
she said 
“ No person who attends 
Alateen commits themselves 
to membership” says Sue. 
She 
explained 
that 
p ro sp e c tiv e 
m e m b e rs 
usually are encouraged to 
attend at least six meetings, 
then to decide for them ­ 
selves if they want to join the 
group 
Anonymity is the spititual 
foundation 
of 
all 
the 
traditions found in Alateens, 
as in Al-Anon and AA, which 
serves to remind members 
that principles should be 
placed above personalities. 
And as millions, some of 
them 
teenagers, 
thrash 
around in 
the throes of 
alcoholism, AA offers this 
final note of hope: “ Many 
thousands of alcoholics have 
found their way to sobriety 
in Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA) because of the changed 
attitudes of their families, 
which can be learned by 
adults in Al-Anon and by 
teenagers in Alateens.” 
Sue, the alcoholic, 
has 
found her way out of the 
depths of despair brought on 
by continuous and excessive 
drinking habits, and is now 
concerned 
with 
getting 
through each day for herself 
and in helping Alateens face 
their own future.

classified 
Two years ago. the Nixon 
administration 
began 
cut­ 
ting the number of officials 
au th o rized 
to 
classify 
documents by 63 per cent 
to 17,800 persons today - and 
ordered a review of every 
document 
that 
has

classified for more than 30 
years. 
Contrary to the War of 1812 
ru m o r.

Department says the oldest 
secret documents date back 
to 1917.
